—the point at which more than 


10 jer cent of the population must 
be maintained by the rema‘ning 
90 per cent or less—during the 
coming winter. 

That was the opinion expressed 
by the Rev. Ralph Smith, rector 
of Trinity Church, at a meeting of 
Trinity Church Guild at the home 
o fMrs. Thomas B. Esty. Mr. 
Smith, who was trained in Chi-- 
cago as a social worker ,told his 
audience that experience had 
shown conditions to be serious 
when demands for charity exceel- 
ed this point. 

The speaker estimated that ap- 
proximately 343 persons are now 
being helped or have applied for 
aiq out of a population of 4,000. 
His experience indicated, he said, 
that the number of those now on 
the borderline of need who would 
apply for help during the winter 
would bring the total to more than 
700 cases. 

In this emergency, he urged co- 


operation of all possible relief 
agencies with the central com- 
mittee. “Individual effort should 


cease,” he said, “and all political 
influence be eliminated from the 
direction of the relief program.” 

He also referred to criticisms 
which have been levelleq against 
some of those administering relief. 
saying that in his own training the 
two requisites most emphasized 
were love of humanity and unfail- 
ing kindness.

TEACHERS FIND HIDDEN 
DANGERS IN NUMBER 9 


Amendment No. 9 on the No- 
vember ballot “open wide the doors 
of the schools to politics” according 
to the Association of California 
Classroom Teachers. This group 
which represents 10,000 classroom 
teachers in California schools, ac- 
cording to Donzel Etoney, Chair- 
man of the Campaign Committee 
of the San Francisco Real Estate 
Board, is conducting a vigorous 
campaign to defeat tne measure. In 
its official publication, “Ihe Cali- 
fornia Classroom Teacher”, the as- 
sociation esserts that Amendment 
No. 9 “has many vicious and des- 
tauctive measure, in it that will 


prove very de‘rimental to the 
schools of California 
Under the caption “Hidden 


Dangers” the California Classroom 
Teacher says: 

“A State Equalization Fund is to 
be created, administered probably 
by a State Equalization Board 
Bovrds of Educatica and Superin- 
tendents would have to cater and 
curry favor with this Equalization 
Board to bet desired funds for their 
school districts. It would be possi- 
ble for some-small, favored dis- 
trict to secure a much greated per- 
centage of taxes than those dis- 
tricts that contribute most of the

It 
is good now. Why tamper with it? 
Think it over, consider your child- 
ren! Consider your pocketbook! 
And then when you vote be sure 
that you vote right. 

Again we say that a vote against 
Proposition No. 9 will be a vote 
put in the right place.

Devil Fish Family 

Devil fish are huge rays of the 
family Mantidae, which have a 
lozenge-shaped disk broader than 
long, with the head free from the 
pectoral fins and provided with a 
pair of anterior processes and the 
tail long and whip-like. The two 
genera and six or seven species are 
confined to warm seas. The best- 
known species are M._ birostris, 
sometimes called the blanket fish by 
tropical American pearl fishers, 
from their belief that it attacks 
and devours men after enveloping 
them in its great wing-like pectoral 


fins, which reach a breadth of 20 
feet. It is common in_ tropical 
American waters and occurs on 


both the Atlantic and Pacific coasts 
of the United States. The name 
applies to the octupus and allied 
eight-armed cephalopoda.

The origin and composition of me- 
teorites never fail to arouse inter- 
est wherever they are shown. The 
origin, of course, is an unsolved 
mystery. Many now believe mete 
orites to be parts of other worlds, 
which, so long ago that time cannot 
be reckoned, met with catastrophe 
and complete disintegration. Mete- 
orites are of three kinds—stone, 
stone-iron and iron. They contain 
iron, nickel, aluminum, carbon, 
phosphorus, sulphur and many oth- 
er familiar elements. No strange 
substance has been discovered in a 
meteorite, which fact lends strength 
to the theory that the universe is 


: uniform in its composi- 
tion, 

Parliament of Iceland 
The alting, Iceland’s parliament, 
is the oldest in the world. It was 
formed in 930 by a Norwegian 
named Ulfijotur, after a careful 
study of Norway’s method of local 
government. A site for the new 
body was selected at Thingvellir, or 
“plain of general assembly,” and it 
was not until 1843 that the alting 
moved to Reykjavik. The parlia- 
ment reached its zenith of power 
between the years of 932 and 1262. 
In 982 Erik the Red, banished by 
the alting, discovered Greenland 
and many Icelanders moved there. 
It was while en route there that 
Erik’s son, Leifur the Lucky, was 
driven from his course and reputed- 
ly discovered America.
